I. GENERAL ACTIVITIES OP THE 
NATIONAL RENAISSANCE PARTY 


T-l indicated on December 2 6 , 195 6 , that the 
National Renaissance Party (NRP) continues to maintain 
headquarters at 10 West 90 th Street, New York City, 
in the apartment of JAMES MADOLE, its national leader. 


He stated that two public meetings were held 
by the Party on November 2 , and December 13, 1956 , which 
were attended by only a small number of people. He 
indicated that MADOLE frequently holds informal 
meetings at his apartment which are also attended by 
a small number of people. He added that the Party 
apparently is not .gaining any strength and that MADOLE 
expressed his disappointment at the small turnouts which 
they had had for their public meetings. 


T-l added that JAMES MADOLE has indicated 
that he Is now deriving an income of about S40 per month 
for the Party mainly through the selling of ‘Egyptian and 
Arab literature.

II. INDIVIDUALS CONNECTED WITH THE NRP 
JAMES H. MADOLE 


T-l indicated on December 14, 1956, that 
at all meetings. of the NRP, MADOLE is always the principal 
speaker. He indicated that at a meeting on December 13, 
4956, MADOLE spoke at length praising Premier NASSER and 
the Arab states. 

MADOLE also indicated at this meeting that 
there could never be peace in the Middle East irntil the 
State of Israel is obliterated. 

MADOLE also attacked the Supreme Court and 
Attorney General BROWNELL for forcing the "nigg^-s" down 
the throat of the South. 

. , T-l indicated on December 3, 1956, that MADOLE 

had contacted Nola Studios and arranged for a meeting 
room on the night of December 14, 1956. However, he had 
later changed this meeting date to Thursday, December 13, 
1956, because he had a date with a new girl friend on the 
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T-l added that MADOLE had recently indicated 
that he had received a letter from JOHN KASPER., leader 
of the White Citizens Council in Washington, D. C., 
which indicated plans to hold a meeting in Washington 
and requesting MADOLE to be present as one of the speakers. 
MADOLE had stated that he was thinking of going to this 
meeting when a definite date is established. 

T-3, who has furnished reliable information 
in the past, indicated on December 17, 1956, that JAMES 
MADOLE resides at 10 West 90th Street, Apartment 8, 
with his mother GRACE MADOLE. 

He steted there has been a great deal of 
activity during the past month at this apartment in that 
every evening, many people visit the MADOLEs. He indicate 
he believes that members of the NRP hold frequent meetings 
in this apartment but he is unable to identify any of 
these members. 

GRACE MADOLE 


T-l stated on December 26, 1956, that GRACE 
MADOLE continues to reside at 10 West 90th Street, Apartment 
o, with ner son, JAMES MADOLE, who is leader of thg 
NRP. 


He said that she is still employed at the 
Metropolitan Life Insurance Company, New York City, and 
apparently works long hours at this job although she is 
reportedly eligible to retire. He added that she apparently 
has no close associates and very seldom engages in any 
activity except that connected with the NRP. 

He stated that she attended meetings of the 
NRP held at Nola Studios, New York City, on November 2, 
1956, and December 13, 1956. He said that at both of 
these meetings, she was seated at the literature table 
and was active selling Egyptian literature wfcfich the Party 
had for sale as well as regular NRP literature. 
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T-l further stated that GRACE MADOLE' has never 
been a speaker at any of these meetings and takes no 
other active part in the meetings except in the selling 
of literature. 

He said that she 'is not known to ever have 
been active in any other organizations and her main 
reason for supporting the NRP appears to be in support 
of her son. He said that she feels that so long as 
JAMES MADOLE is actively interested in the NRP, that 
she will be able to aid him and counsel him. 

ETHEL CROOKES 


T-l indicated on November 8, 1956 , that 
ETHEL CROOKES had attended a meeting of the NRP on 
November 2, 1956, at N la Studios, New York City. He 
indicated, however^ that she had not been associating 
with members of the NRP in recent months, to his knowledge, 
and he knew of no activities she has currently performed 
for the Party. He stated that at no time did she ever 
appear to hold an influential position in the NRP and 
although she is referred to as Treasurer of the NRP, he 
does not believe that she has any part in the operation 
of the Party. / 


BENJAMIN FREEDMAN* 



T-j/indicated on November 27, 1956 , that 
BENJAMIN PREEQPN continues to confer with JAMES MADOLE 
about future issues of the "National Renaissance Bulletin. 
FREEDMAN reportedly is anxious to maintain his contact 
with MADOLE in order to use this publication as a vehicle 
for his views in propaganda.

T-l indicated on December 28, 1956, that 
FREEDMAN, who for many years has been friendly with 
Arab officials in New York City, has recently been attending 
United Nations Committee meetings. He stated that at 
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these meetings , FREEDMAN would attempt to ingratiate 
himself with Arab officials and on other occasions 
he would indicate to people that he is backing several 
publications. The informant indicated that he is 
making a general nuisance of himself and most people 
regard him as a man with a disordered mind. 

This informant also indicated that for many 
years j FREEDMAN had been associated with and supported 
Common Sense," the publication of CONDE MC GINLEY, but 
that recently they had an argument over material that 
FREEDMAN wanted published and that they have not met » 
since that time. 


It is noted that "Common Sense.," published by 
the Christian Educational Association of Union., New 
Jersey, was characterized in a report issued on December 
17^ 1S54, by the Committee on Un-American Activities 
of the United States House of Representatives as a 
hate group" vehicle publishing "some of the most 
vitriolic hate propaganda ever to come to the attention 
of the Committee.’ 1 According to the report, "Common 
Sense" depicts Communism as "Judaism" and devotes its 
pages almost exclusively to attacks on the Jewish, and to 
a lesser extent, the Negro minorities in our nation. 
Sympathy for the former Nasi regime in Germany is also 
injected into thi-s~ propaganda.

He 
said this bulletin contains a reprint of an article which 
appeared in the December, 1953 issue of "Sign," a Catholic 
magazine . 

He added this bulletin also contained an article 
entitled, "The Hidden Facts Behind the Zionists Intervention 
of Egypt," by JAMES H. MADOLE. He stated this article 
I was anti-Jewish and that this bulletin also contained

He said this bulletin was prepared with the help 
and advice cf BENJAMIN FREEDMAN who also gave MADOLE $90 
toward the cost of this publication.

T-l indicated on November 2, 1956, that 
MADOLE had stated that he has arranged more than &400 
this year selling Egyptian literature which he has 
received free of charge and in turn has sold for a 
small fee. The informant said this literature has been ' 
distributed by MADOLE after he has placed the rubber stamp 
of the NRP, 10 West 90th Street, New York City, upon it. 


He indicated the two most recent pamphlets 
were a 23 page booklet entitled, "Peace and War," and 
a 29 page booklet entitled, "Threats and Intimidation." 


T-l indicated on November 27, 1956, that 
apparently MADOLE continues to get large amounts of Arab 
literature from the Arab Information Center and he had 
intended to display a large amount of this literature 
for sale at the Nationalist Party headquarters until this 
headquarters was closed. 


T-l indicated on December 3, 1956, that 
FlffiDERICK WEISS had recently printed an article entitled. 
Who Cares?" which is anti-semitic, anti-alien and anti- 
Negro. He stated that about 8000 of these pamphlets had 
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been printed and that WEISS had delivered a quantity of 
them to MADOLE * who indicated he would distribute about 
300 of them in the South. 

T-l said that MADOLE did not indicate how these 
would be distributed but added that he would not be 
able to distribute them in the North as they might 
antagonize his Arab friends. 

T-l indicated on December 17* 1956* that 
MADOLE had received large quantities of pro-Arab and 
pro-Egyptian literature in recent months which he would 
distribute with the name of the NRP* 10 West $0th 
Street* New York City* and distribute through Party 
channels.

This source stated MADOLE is considering the 
proposition and believes it would be a good opportunity 
to display the Arab literature which the NRP is now 
distributing. T-l added, however, that it is doubtful 
that MADOLE would agree to this offer inasmuch as he has 
constantly refused in the past many offers to coooerate 
with the Nationalist Party when it was led by WEST HOOKER. 
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T-l indicated on November 27 , 1956 ., that 
MADOLE had finally decided to utilize the Nationalist 
Party headquarters for the display of his literature and 
had advanced his share of the monthly rent which amounted 
to $22.50. However, the landlord of this building evicted 
che Nationalist Party in November and the headquarters 
are now boarded up and all the equipment has been removed.

T-l indicated on June 28, 1957, that the NRP 
continues to maintain headquarters at 10 West 90th 
Street, New York City, in the gjartment of JAMES 
MADOLE, its national leader. 

T-l indicated on April 29, 1957, that the NRP 
is still an anti-Semitic, anti-Negro, rieo-Pascist 
organization with activities generally confined to the 
New York City area. He indicated that JAMES MADOLE, 
founder and leader of the Party, is the only person 
who constantly performs party functions. He stated 
the Party’s main function is the printing and 
distribution of the National Renaissance Bulletin 
on a montggy -fcasis and other literature from time 
to time, which is distributed throughout the United 
States and abroad where it is reprinted by similar 
organizations. He stated that the NRP recently 
has distributed large quantities of Arab literature 
after stamping it with the name of the NRP and 
that finance for the Party’s operations is partly obtained 
in this manner.

T-l said WEISS had indicated 
that he is thinking of writing an attack on MADOLE 
to the effect that MADOLE has been regularly receiving 
money from an agent of a Jewish organization.

I* GENERAL ACTIVITIES OP THE NATIONAL 
RENAISSANCE PARTY (NRP) 

T.-1 indicated on September 27, 1957* that JAMES 
MADOLE continues to operate'fohe NRP from his apartment at 
10 West 90th Street , New York City* He stated that MADOLE 
is the national leader and this address is the only 
headquarters of the party. He indicated further that no 
public meetings of the party have been held during the 
past months and the main activity of the party has been 
the distribution of the National Renaissance Bulletin 
dated June- July, 1957* as well as distribution of various 
Arabic publications which MADOLE has received from Arab 
officials and has distributed through NRP sources after 
stamping this literature with the name of the NRP. 

T-l indicated on July 19, 1957* that MADOLE 
recently complained about the slowdown in business for NRP 
literature. MADOLE indicated he is getting very little mail 
and no donations, but blames the weather conditions for this 
situation . 


MADOLE indicated he has recently been in touch with 
Saudi-Arabians and has met two or three of the officials. 

He stated that one of the Saudi-Arabians, who had promised 
to speak at a meeting of the NRP and then excused himself 
by indicating that he was leaving town, had finished a new 
booklet* copies of which MADOLE expected to receive in the

JAMES MADOLE of the NRP was interviewed by JOHN 
WINGATE on the television program, "Night Beat," channel 5, 
on July 30, 1957. WINGATE questioned MADOLE about the NRP 
and referred frequently to statements made in the House 
Un-American Activities Committee Report of December 19, 1954, 
MADOLE stated during this interview that he is a fascist 
and wants to abolish the existing constitution, but he did 
not state how this would be accomplished. 
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MADOLE stated his party stood for racial national- 
ism and social justice. MADOLE indicated that the NRP was 
opposed to Jews "because they maintained "dual citizenship," 
and he was opposed to Puerto Ricans because they are a 
"mongrel race." 

WINGATE attempted to obtain from MADOLE a statement 
concerning the number/me&bers in the NRP, but MADOLE 
evaded answering this question and also would not indicate 
in, what manner the party gained its support. 


I I advised on July 31, 1957, that radio station 

WCBS had carried a program on July 29, 1957, which contained 
an address by JAMES MADOLE, delivered in behalf of the 
captioned organization. He stated that from statements made 
by MADOLE, he believed the NRP had for one of its aims the 
overthrow of the present form of government in this 
country. He advised that MADOLE had outlined the objectives 
of the organization as being "economic, judicial and 
cultural," He said among the changes proposed by MADOLE 
were the abolition of free elections, the placing of prominent 
Americans, such as DOUGLAS MAC ARTHUR, in office and the 
deportation of the Negroes and Puerto Ricans to their 
country of Origin, 

T-l indicated on August 28, 1957, that MADOLE 
indicated to date that he had received $214,00 in donations 
resulting from his television appearance in July, He said 
that most of this money came from unknown persons, which 
meant that they are not on the NRP’s regular mailing list. 

He added that MADOLE had received 39 new subscriptions 
for the National Renaissance- Bulletin as a result of his 
television appearance.

f It is noted that "Common Sense" published by the 
Educational Association of Union, New Jersey, 
which was characterized in a report issued on December 17, 
195^-, by the Committee on Un-American Activities of the 
United States House of Representatives as a "hate group" 
vehicle publishing "some of the most vitriolic hate 
propaganda ever to come to the attention of the Committee." 
According to the report, "Common Sense" depicts Communism 
as "Judaism, 11 and devotes its pages almost exclusively 
to attacks on. the Jewish and to a lesser extent, the Negro 
minorities in our nation. Sympathy for the former Nazi 
regime in Germany is also in36ct.ed’into this propaganda.

T-l indicated that on October 15 , 1957, the 
August September NR Bulletin was being distributed by 
MADOLE .■ He said this bulletin was entitled "EISENHOWER

MADOLE. Ho said that MADOLE stated in the article that 
EISENHOWER lik<-- TRUMAN arid ROOSEVELT before him has 
proceedod to trample the civil rights of white Gentile 
Americans because of extreme pressure by every Jewish 
organization. He indicated that tire brutal sunression 
of segregatio n. : V ' leaders, JOHN KASPER and

MADOLE stated that the Egyptians had returned the script 
and made only some slight changes. The Egyptians had 
indicated to MADOLE that they would reprint this bulletin 
in the Cairo newspapers and MADOLE said he intended it 
should go to the printers on November 26, 1957. T-l 
indicated on December 3> 1957. that MADOLE stated the new 
bulletin would be delayed because all of the Arab material 
previously printed for this issue had been eliminated and 
the issue would be devoted entirely to the Church. He 
said MADOLE would devote a full bulletin later to the Arabs. 
T-l added the title of the -article in this current bulletin 
would be The Catholic Church Verses Racial Nationalism". 


T-l indicated that this article is anti-Semitic 
and anti -“Religion, He said that MADOLE has been, preaching the 
anti -Christianity of Nietzsche for a long time and it is 
more apparent now that he has come under the influence of 
? dii:br of the "Truth Seeker", who is a New 
York CityVfanatic presently on an all-out campaign against 
equality and the spreading of anti-Semitism. T-l added 
MADOLE indicated that he had attended a meeting held 
November o,\at Pythian Hall, New York City, sponsored 
by CHARLES SMITH and that MADOLE had spoken at this 
gathering against the Jews.

On October 21, 1957, ELMER A. BLOMGREN, Executive 
Secretary, Young Men's Christian Association (YMCA), Ithaca, 

New York, advised SA PETER P. MAXSON that copies of a 
circular entitled "Why Are 90 Per Cent of Communists Jews" 
and other anti-Semitic literature had been found placed in 
the periodicals in the YMCA reading room. 

On October 24, 1957, LOWELL GEORGE, Proctor, 

Cornell University, advised SA MAXSON that similar 
material had been found in the Mann Library at Cornell 
University. The above^-mentioned circulars were all stamped 
as having been distributed by the subject organization and 
the above sources stated the identity of the person distributing 
this material is unknown. 

C. Other NRP Groups in the United States 

and Association of the NRP Other Nationalist 
Groups . 


T-4 advised on October 21, 1957, that the Seaboard 
White Citizen Council planned to piqket the Supreme Court in 
Washington, D.C., on November 1, 1957- He said requests 
had been sent to out-of-town groups to participate in this 
picketing, including the NRP. 

T-l indicated on October 24, 1957, that there 
had been no mention by MADOLE of any plans to go to 
Washington in connection with a White Citizens Council 
demonstration on November 1, 1957. T-l added that it 
would be impossible for MADOLE, himself, to take part 
in such a demonstration because of his health at present 
and that no one else connected with the NRP would participate 
without MADOLE. T-l further stated that It is highly unlikely 
that MADOLE would cooperate with the Citizens Council, regardless 
of his health, as he has never shown any desire in the past to 
align the NRP with any other nationalist groups. MADOLE had 
stated that he definitely would not attend a Citizens Council, 
meeting, to be held at Columbia' University on October 30, 1957. 
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No other information has been received during 
the period of this report indicating that the NRP has 
any activity outside New York City, or that it has 
attempted to associate with other nationalist groups. 
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APPENDIX 


The Seaboard White Citizen Council was operated 
by JOHN KASPER., a noted segregationist, who was convicted 
on July 23; 1957; at Knoxville, Tennesse, of contempt of 
court for^violating a federal court integration order. 

It is noted that "Common Sense" published by the 
Educational Association of Union, New Jersey, which was 
characterized in a report issued on December 17 , 1954, by 
the Committee on Un-American Activities of the 
United States House of Representatives as a "hate group" 
vehicle publishing "some of the most vitriolic Hate 
propaganda ever to come to the attention of the Committee . " 
According to the report, "Common Sense" depicts Communism 
as "Judaism, " and devotes its pages almost exclusively 
to attacks on the Jewish and to a lesser extent, the Negro 
minorities in our nation. Sympathy for the former Nazi 
regime in Germany is also injected into this propaganda.

I. GENERAL ACTIVITIES OP THE NATIONAL 
RENAISSANCE PARTY (NRP) 

T-l indicated on March 31, 1958, that the 
NRP continues to maintain headquarters at 10 West 90th 
Street , INeWhYorfe.Gity, in the apartment of JAMES 
MADOLE, its national leader. He stated that MADOLE 
holds informal gatherings weekly at this apartment, 
which are attended by a handful of NRP supporters. He 
stated that at present MADOLE is unemployed, but MADOLE 
claims to have sufficient funds to continue operation 
of the NRP. MADOLE has stated, according to T-l, 
that he plans no future, public meetings of the NRP, 
but is content to ha ve/'£'6 £ 1 ow e r s attend meetings 
of such groups as the "Truth Seeker", at which MADOLE 
is a speaker. 


T-l added that the "Truth Seeker" is an 
atheist group headed by one CHARLES SMITH, which has 
been active for many years in New York City and xvhich 
publishes a monthly pamphlet entitled, "Truth Seeker" - 
Oldest Freethought Paper In the World, Founded 1873. 

Mr. LEON ZOLBROD advised on January 29, 

1958, that he is the new superintendent of the building 
at 10 West 90th Street, New York City. He stated that 
he Is acquainted with JAMES MADOLE, but has not observed 
anything unusual about his activities. He added that 
MADOLE has numerous visitors, but to date he has not 
received any complaints from other tenants in the 
building concerning any activities in the MADOLE apartment.

T-l said MADOLE indicated the proof copy would

said this article refers to the recent Afro- Asian 
Conference held in Cairo as being the condemnation 
(' of western support of the illegitimate state of Israel, 
the Baghdad Pact and the Eisenhower Doctrine. m the 
article, MADOLE indicates that the Jewish race 
constitutes a world-wide network of subversive aliens 
who by their action are driving more than one billion 
Afro- Asians into the Soviet orbit. T-l said that 
MADOLE calls President EISENHOWER a "fawning tool 
of organized Zionism" and states that IKE helped 
Zionism during World War II, 

MADOLE also questions that the United States 
should consider relations with the Soviet Union 
objectionable at this time when during World War 
II, American had no misgivings about collaborating with 
Russia. MADOLE states that the Soviet Russian Government 
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became anti-Zionist since the termination of World 
War II, whereas America has become a virtual 
slave of Jewish ambitions, 

T-l indicated on January 15, 1958, MADOLE

Per instructions set forth in Section 87E, 
paragraph 6, Manual of Instructions, the NYO must ‘sub- 
mit each year a letter advising the Bureau that a 
review of the thumbnail sketches being used by the 
NYO has been conducted and that all sketches are 
accurate and up to date. 

The above captioned organization is among 
those organizations on which a thumbnail sketch has 
previously been submitted to the Bureau or is one on 
which it might be desirable to submit a sketch to 
the Bureau. 


SA is assigned to 

review the existing thumbnail sketch on the captioned 
organization to determine if it is accurate and up to 
date or to review the case file and prepare an orig- 
inal sketch in cases where this has not been done. 

As set out in the Manual of Instructions, 
Section 87 E, Paragraph 6, sketches fall in the fol- 
lowing categories.

If a sketch falls in categories I or II, 
merely submit at memorandum for the case file, with a 
copy for 100-90311, referencing the date of the last 
thumbnail sketch letter and explaining that the or- 
ganization is defunct and the Bureau was advised in 
the last thumbnail sketch. Also list the Bureau 
file number. If the sketch fells in IV, submit a 
memorandum stating that insufficient information 
exists and list Bufile if known. 

If the sketch falls within category III, 
then the agent will prepare a letter to the Bureau 
in triplicate with a copy to NI file 100-90311 
(Thumbnail Sketch) (7-2) with the caption and 
character of the organization involved. Below the 
character the words THUMBNAIL SKETCH should be added. 
This letter should contain an accurate, current, com- 
plete thumbnail sketch of the captioned organization. 

The letter should open with a statement identifying the 
sketch as either an amended or an original sketch and 
should close with the statement that careful consider- 
ation has been given and sources were concealed only 


where absolutely necessary. At the time this sketch 
is dictated, -the stenographer should be directed to 
prepare a 5 x 8 card setting forth the complete 
thumbnail sketch. This card should also reflect the 
name of the organization in the upper left corner, 
name of preparing agent, and date of preparation in 
top center and NY file number in upper right corner. 

It is believed that an amended sketch 
should be prepared in each instance to reflect a 
current date for address of the organization and/or 
to reflect current status of the organization. 

The instructions reflect that the 
sketches should be clear, concise s and not too 
lengthy. All sketches should cover the following 
points. 

1 -• Date formed 
> 2 - Aims and purposes 

3 - Communist initiation, domination, or control 

4 - Current status 

AIDS: 


1. Review Section 87 E 5 - paragraph 6 , Manual 
of Instructions and SAC Letter 55-33. 

2. Be sure sketch conforms with report 
writing requirements: 

a. When a source is concealed, date informa- 
tion was received and period to which It pertains must 
be shown. 


b. SAC Letter 56-56 provides that in inves- 
tigative reports thumbnail sketches of organizations be 
set forth in an appendix to the report, with T symbols 
eliminated. Therefore, in submitting revised or new 


thumbnail sketches no T symbols should be used. When - 
it is absolutely necessary to conceal a source, phraseol- 
ogy such as "on 2/10/54, a confidential informant ad- 
vised ," should be used, The sources concealed should 

be identified at the end of the letter submitting the 
sketch and include the evaluation of the informant. The 
concealing of sources should be held to a minimum and 
when reviewing old thumbnail sketches, a. check should 
be made to see if concealed sources previously used can 
be eliminated and the source set out by name. 

c. Whenever possible similar information 
from a source that can be disclosed should be sub- 
stituted for information from a source which must 

be concealed. 

d. Information regarding the formation or 
dissolution of an organization should be attributed to 
corporation, tax or other official records rather than 
to .informants or individuals where possible. 

e. If an organization is defunct since the 
submission of the last thumbnail and the Bureau has not 
been advised, or has changed its ’’line," this should be 
included with the pertinent dates. 

f. Current existence of organization should 
be shown. This usually can be done by stating the 
current location of organization^ headquarters. The 
source for an organization* s headquarters should not 

be a part of the thumbnail sketch, but should be 
shown at the end of the letter along with the iden- 
tity of any sources which may have been concealed in 
the sketch.
